Boomed to bavo fled with tho loss o£ tha 
child. 


Tbo littlo body was prepared by tende, 


bands for burial, but it was found that the 
right foot of tho littlo ono was missing. It 
•was supposed that tho child had fallen 
from a. reaf of rocks which ran ont into 
deep water, and had boon drowned, and 
that somo fish or soa monstor had eaten 
oft tho foot. 
Thero seemed to be no mys- 


tery about tho death, and tho other chil- 
dren of the family wore wont to Ilston 
with awe as tho mother told in tho gloam- 
ing how tho little slstor wandorod away 
from home and was drowned. The chil- 
dren grow cp and married and had littlo 
ones ot thoir own, and tho grandmother 
told again to a now sot of auditors how 
her littlo baby girl wont out to play und 
and was killod by tho cruel sea. 


Simple as tho death of tho child Tsoemed 


at tho time, i: turns out to have boon one 
of those mysteries oC the sea which nro 
only revealed by accident. A short time 
ago ono of the sons of the old lady, and a 
brother of the lost girl,.pleted up on tho 
beach a piece o£ a largo ahalono sholl 
which had boon thrown up by the tide. 
Ho wns attracted by tho bright colors of 
tho sholl, and as ho turned tho shell to 
look at tho insido bo was astonishad to 
lind attached to th( interior of tho sholl 
the perfect representation of a child's 
shoo. Even to tlie Httio break in tho too, 
whore tho leather bad worn away, every 
detail was reproduced In tho brilliant col- 
ors which are characteristic Of tho Interior 
of tho abalono sholl. Littlo thinking of 
tho mystery ravea'.ed by the reproduction 
by nature of a baby's shoe, tho young man 
carried the shell homo as a curiosity. Toi. 
lirst person to whom bo showed it was his 
mother. No sooner did tho old lady see 
tho curiosity than she exclaimed: "It is 
my baby's shoo! Tho shoe of my little 
girl that was lost twonty-six years 
ago." 


The rest of tho family ridiculed tho idea, 


but going to a drowor, such as most 
mothers hiivo in tho house, sho produced 
tho mate to tho shoo. A careful compari- 
son showed that tho time-incrusted shoo 
in tho sholl and tho memento of the doad 
child, carefully kept by u. loving mothor 
through tho long years that sho had 
mourned hor littlo ono, were undoubtedly 
mates. 


The mystery of the child's death, was 


revealed at last. Any one who knows the 
nature and habits, of the abalona can 
readily understand what occurred. Tha 
Iitt!o ono bad ventured out in the rocky 
reef, and in her clamoring had slipped 
from tho slimy, moss-covered rocks into 
tiio shallow water below. Perhaps noth- 
ing more than a wotting would have hap 
pcnod to her, bnt as fato would havo it 
her tiny foot slipped between thorock and 
the edge of a huge abalone which was 
clinging to tho rock. Tho shell at once 
closed on tho tender ar.kle, end tha little 
ono who was a prisoner, to bo hold till tho 
rising tido swept over hor and put an end 
to the [innocent life. It may be that she 
was thrown Into tho water and hold by 
tho vise-like 'grip of tho univalvo so that 
hor agony was brief, or she may havo been 
held until the slowly-rising water choked 
hor feeble crios for help. 


Such cases are not unknown. A gontlo- 


man connected with ono of tho newspa- 
pers in this city was wandering with 
some friends ou the roofs near Cypross 
Point at Monterey. His companions had 
gone ahead, and as ho hurried on to over- 
take them ho slipped in a holo on the reef. 
His foot wont into tho mouth, as it may bo 
called, of an abalone. To his horror he 
was unable to extricate himsolf. It was 
just about tbo turn of tide, and realizing 
his danger ho shouted [lustily ffor help. 
Fortunately tho other members of tho 
party woro not too far away to hoar him 
and thoy returned to his rescue. One of 
party stripped and plunged into .the pool, 
and with a largo knifo cut the cartilage 
with which tho mollusk hold the shell 
clasped to tbo rock. Had help not boon at 
band ho would bavo boon drowned by tho 
incoming tide, and In all probability hij 
fate would forever have remained a mys- 
tery.
